F I R E P R E V E N T I O N . 
IN S U R A N C E 'co m p an ies, state insurance departments, city 
* 
government* and large private industries all co-operate 
to prevent the destruction of property by fire* 
As the largest corporation employ legal talent to pre­ 
vent litigation, so the insurance companies employ experts 
in fire prevention campaigns. 


Active fire prevention work was not taken up sys­ 
tematically in this country until about 1915. 
At first many 
property 
owners 
resisted 
having 
inspectors visit their 
homes, basements and office buildings to point out fire 
hazards and suggest changes. 
The first idea was that since insurance companies e j ­ 
ected premiums:, on risks to pay the losses, let the build­ 
ings burn and put new money into circulation to employ 
more labor. 
T h ey overlook the fact that every dollar of fire loss 
had to be collected first from the public, and the more fires 
the higher insurance rates. 
Cities that put on fire prevention campaigns cut fire 
losses that averaged from $2 to $11 per capita annually 
to about 90 cents per capita. 
T he fire loss last year in the United States was about 
$548,000,000, and about 16,000 lives. 
There is still r o o m 
for fire prevention. 
W here it is not undertaken volun­ 
tarily, it should be made compulsory.

M E N A C E T O H Y P O C R IS Y . 
A N Italian scientist claims to have captured via radio the 
* * commotions of the brain. 
It may have been static he 
heard over his receiving set, but if they were really thought 
waves he heard the world will soon be tunimg-in on every­ 
body’s innermost meditations. 


The ides of thought receiving sets seems perfectly in 
keeping with the present-day trend. 
It is but a step from 
income tax publicity to the thought radio and people are 
as much entitled to the private thoughts of others as “ Paul 
P r y ” governmental bureaus are entitled to a knowledge of 
the private affairs of citizens and corporations. 
Persons afflicted with defective hearing are commonly 
sensitive about using visible earphones, many of them choos­ 
ing to hear less rather than to carry such appliances. 
One 
v enders if as much modesty will be displayed in the use of 
the thought radio if and when it is perfected. 
Of course 
there would be some of the busybody meddlers who would 
never he without such a set, though it had to be worn un­ 
concealed upon the chest. 


Some instrument for the tapping of the thought waves 
(supposing for the moment that thought travels in waves) 
might be put to some good*and honorable uses. There comes 
to mind its possible use as gifts bv those who are too timid 
to express their real thoughts, by the inveterate buyer of 
wildcat stocks, by the audience of the political orator and 
other mountebank, by newspaper reporters during difficult 
interviews and by the police and courts. 


Application of the thought radio to the biblical axiom, 
“ As a man thinketh so is he,” would throw the ranks of the 
hypocrites into confusion and forever end hypocrisv. 


U S E L E S S P U B L IC IT Y . 
TT is quite generally agreed that this will he, and should 


be. the last year publicity will be given to income tax 
returns.

c t office, or converted to rationalism, and neither W a s h ­ 
ington nor the nation wants the practice continued longer. 
President Coolidge has already recommended the repeal of 
the publicity provision of the income tax law and if congress 
should prove reluctant it will he another case of The People 
and Mr. Coolidge vs. Congress. 


Income tax publicity was intended to prevent evasion 
cf the income tax. 
There is no record that it has disclosed 
any evasion, or that it has deterred anyone from attempt­ 
ing evasion. 
The bureau of internal revenue denies that 
publicity has been of any service to in the 
collection 
of 
income taxes but cites instances where it has been a hind­ 
rance. 
\ 


All that can be said for the publicity provisions is that 
they pandered to idle inquisitiveness, encouraged the “ Paul 
P r y ” and the spreader of vicious insinuation, and annoyed 
or embarrassed hundreds of thousands of men and women. 
After all the bare amount of tax paid by an individual 
means little. 
No income can be accurately measured with­ 
out a study of the exemptions and deductions of the detail­ 
ed return of the taxpayer. 
This is a fact well known to 
every income of the tax payer.
